At least 100 persons were estimated 
today to have died when they were 
trapped in a disastrous fire which 
swept through coaches of a Canton- 
Hong Kong train yesterday.

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THE LAWYER AND JUSTICE 
‘The lawyer has long been re- 
garded as an assistant of the court 


in finding justice. But many law- 


yers have failed to live up to that, 


role. There are lawyers who have 


tried to pervert justice. 

The law has always been a high- 
ly respected profession. Codes of 
ethics have been adhered to by the 
great majority of the legal pro- 
fession. Lawyers once built up 
certain worthy traditions that were 
followed scrupulously and univer- 


sally. 

The past few years have wit- 
‘messed a great many changes for 
the worse. There has been a let- 
ting down which has led to rather 
serious consequences. This let- 
down in legal ethics is probably in 
no small way due to the over- 
crowding of the profession. Mush- 
room schools have sprung up over 
the country — three-week law 
schools in some_ instances. 
only have too many lawyers been 
turned out but too many poorly 
prepared ones have been graduated 
as well. 


It is a splendid-thing that grad- 


uates of all law schools must take 
examinations in Georgia today be- 
fore admission to the bar. These 
examinations are now very rigid 
and the majority. of those who 
take them do not succeed in pass- 
ing. 

Not only are legal examinations 
being required of law graduates as 
well as others who read law, but 
the bar is taking a hand at other 
much-needed changes and reform. 
There has been racketeering in the 
legal profession. A few lawyers in 
Atlanta, it will be recalled, have 
been disbarred and given criminal 
sentences for violations of the law. 
There are some “ambulance chas- 
ers’ among our lawyers, sad to re- 
late. It is said that certain ‘‘fix-it’’ 
lawyers are employed by the “bug 
racket.” But let us remember that 
this type of lawyer is very much in 
the minority. 

The criminal lawyer often comes 
in for considerable abuse and some 
deserve it. He has a double respon- 
sibility——a responsibility to his cli- 


ent and a responsibility to the pub-| 


lic. Sometimes he takes unfair ad- 
vantage of his opponents. He man- 
handles witnesses. In England a 
lawyer is not allowed to do this. 
The criminal lawver often resorts 
to technicalities and also forces de- 
lavs in justice. But this of 
lawyer is probably the exception 
and no@ the rule. A good lawyer 
will recognize his public responsi- 
bility and aid the court in finding 
Justice. 

In England the legal profession is 
still hichlv respected by evervone. 
It very difficul become a 
lawver. The lawvers have high 
standards and are held to them by 
their organization. 

The Georgia Bar Association has 
been urging reform of the bar for 
several vears. In 4935 a bill was 
sponsored by the association before 
the Georgia legislature. That bill 
passed the house, but it got caught 
in the jam at the last moment and 
failed in the senate. The same 
measure will be before the present 
legis!ature. 

The bill provides for incorpora- 
tion of the bar. A rather dcemo- 
cratic form of government de 
set up under the law. The govern- 
ing body will be made up of one 
representative from each of a num- 
ber of districts, this representative 
to be elected ty the district bars. 
The charge by some lawyers that 
the big city lawvers will control fs 
wholly unfounded.

Of “Loaded Gun.” 


The man who drives an automobile 
with tires worn so thin they have 
reached the danger stage, and who 
says “I didn’t know they were in 
such a state,” is in exactly the same 
class as the idiot who points a gun, 
pulls the trigger and, after his vic- 
tim’s funeral, weeps, “I didn’t know 
it was loaded.” 


This is the ruling given recently by 
John W. Kephart, chief justice of the 
supreme court of Pennsylvania. The 
case under examination was a suit for 
damages brought by the owner of a 
smashed automobile, smashed when 
hit by the defendant’s car which 
swerved across the highway when a 
tire blew out. The defendant pleaded 
he didn’t know his tires were in bad 
condition and not fit to trust on the 
highways. 

Said Chief Justice Kephart, in up- 
holding a verdict for the plaintiff: 

“It does not require expert evi- 
dence to demonstrate that a trigger 
pulled on a loaded gun makes the gun 
a dangerous instrument when pointed 
at an individual. Nor could one es- 
cape liability by saying he did not 
know it was dangerous. 

“The use of a tire worn through to 
the fabric presents a similar situa- 
tion. The rule must be rigid if mil- 
lions are to drive the machines which,

“All drivers must be held to a 


knowledge of these facts. Owner or 
operator cannot 
cause he did not know. 
know. The hazard is too great to 
permit tires in this condition to be 
on the highway. 

“The law will assume,” the chief 
justice concluded, “that drivers do 
know of the dangers ascertainable by 
examination.”

Intrusion NEW YORK, Jan. 17.— 

Waiving no objection to 
Charged the fingerprinting of em- 

ployes, I have to admit 
that we already have in effect in the 
land a system of prying intrusion into 
the affairs of a large class of people 
which is more officious and certainly 
no less searching than the plan 
adopted in the two Miamis this win- 
ter for the ostensible purpose of abat- 
ing crime. 

This is carried on under authority 
of the income and estate taxes which

It is a degra!- 
ing process to require, by order of a 
chamber of commerce consisting of 
local merchants and promoters, that a 
workingman put his fingerprints on 
a card together with a rogues’ gallery 
picture, before his application for 
work can even be considered. 


The case for indignation is better 
if it is lightly assumed that the vic- 
tim of this outrage against American 
freedom is an_ honest, God-fearing 
nitive, always up to date with his 
lodge dues, and the father of at least 
two starched and shiny young ones. 
This is a nice ideal which conceals 
a multitude of scrubby drifters who 
ean't do good work because they don't 
know how, and would be too careless 
and lazy for any man’s hire except in 
times of bWigh-pressure. 

It also covers 
jumpers/ from countries where an 
Americaa couldn't hope to get work 
under any conditions, and assumes 
that any man or woman who asks 
for a job is heart and soul the same 
as those virtuous stone figures Ge- 
picting labor in the statnary groups 
which adorn public buildings. Still, 
the fingerprint and photograph sys- 
tein reduces the best to common foot- 
ing with the worst, and creates an 
indecent distinction between people 
with a little money and people with 
none.

A foul discrimination this, to be 
sure, but there is an enormous ele- 
ment of citizens no less respectable 
and good who long ago learned to sub- 
mit to frisking as a penalty for hard 
work, intelligence and « small meas- 
ure of success. Given sufficient 
earnings to require a report of in- 
come to the federal and, probably also 
the state government, the victim first 
sets forth his gross for the year. 

He then deducts from the total in 
amount sufficient to maintain his de- 
pendents on a diet of clay and acorns 
on a sidehill patch in one of the sub- 
marginal bad lands, but utterly in- 
ndequate to keep them in the merest 
feod and clothing in those sections 
of the country where a man must live 
to make such an income.

For Insurance his contracts and

There will be no allowance for the 
insurance carried to pay the income 
tax in cash the year after his death 
when his earnings have quit; nor any 
rebate at any time for hospital or 
medical service to keep him fit to pay 
the tax to provide these services free 
for those who pay no tax themselves.

Though our subject's fingerprints 
or picture are not taken, that is not 
an oversight. It merely isnt neces- 
sarv. because if he wished to flee it 
would cost him more to sell out than 
to hold still and give tribute to the 
law. j

We talk about the sacredness of 


human life, but we are fooling our- 


selves. The thing we care most about is money. 

The desire for easy money led us into the war. And though the war 
and the depression that followed cost us a thousand dollars for every dole 
lar of war profits, we are again taking advantage of Europe’s misery to 
fill our pockets and again following the worn path that leads to disaster. 


Talking about it is wasted effort. 


Nobody will give up a profit merely 


to save lives. But it does seem rather stupid for 130,000,000 people 


meekly to endure the risk of ruin to provide profits for a dozen or two.

The main trouble with the climate 
in which so many victims of chronic 
bronchitis (winter cough) elect to live 
is that it is too dry. The second fault 
is that it is tu» warm, Finally most 
of the ultraviolet is carefully filtered 
out of it before the old parties will 
have anything to do with it. Au natu- 
ral the climate is not half bad. In 
fact if we could club the wiseacres on 
the head they'd enjoy the best possible 
health in the north temperate climate, 
with all its sudden changes from hot 
to cold, storm to clear, damp to dry. 
The thoughtless millions in that zone 
do maintain the highest health stand- 
ard of the population of the world. 

But these misguided valetudinarians 
with “weak lungs,” “sensitive bron- 
chial tubes” or “catarrhal tendency,” 
from Dr, Osler himself down to your 
Aunt Euphemia, being so blindly ob- 
sessed with the notion that cold and 
damp are injurious, coddle themselves 
in every way, shutting themselyes off 
from the benefits of fresh air, ultra- 
violet irradiation (of sunlight), and 
the vitalizing, invigorating effects of 
adequate oxygenation, good wmeta- 
bolism. 

If I had winter cough (chronic 
bronchitis) with or without emphyse- 
ma (constant wheeze, ballooning of 
portions of the lungs) or bronchiec- 
tasis (dilation or ballooning of some 
of the bronchial tubes) and could con- 
veniently do so, I’d spend every winter 
in a moderately dry, equable climate 
where there is a maximum of sunshine, 
say in Southern California, Arizona, 
Mexico, Florida, or better live in euch 
n climate the year round. In lieu of 
that I'd go to considerable trouble and 
even some initial expense to have my 
home and my place of business if pos- 
sible air-conditioned, that is, equipped 
with efficient apparatus to maintain 
automatically a comfort zone—temper- 
ature of 65 to 68, relative humidity of 
50 to 60 per cent—similar to the air 
of the ideal climate. I say initial 
expense, for such provisions for hu- 
midifving the heated and dried out 
air effect economies in the fuel con- 
sumption through the winter which in 
a few seasons more than pay for them. 

Every morning I'd invoke the aid 
of gravity—stand on my head, or rest 
for a while with elbows and hands on 
floor and lower part of body still in 
bed, or use one of those trick beds 
and have Manuelo crank it up at foot 
for a while. Of course I'd do a dozen 
or more somersaults every mornin 
anyway, as every sedentary adul 
should.

UF 80-DAY DOCK STRIKE 


8-Hour Day for Cooks and 
Stewards Is Only Issue 
That Bars Peace. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—(P) 

More agreements appeared in sight to- 
day bet ween striking maritime unions 
and shipowners who worked through 
the week-end to hasten the finale of 
the costly 80-day walkout. 
The longshoremen considered a joint 
offer from all groups of employers 
hinted they would make a counter- 
proposal and both sides indicated an 
accord was expected. 

Spokesmen said negotiators were on 
the vorzge of accords for the masters, 
mates and pilots and the radio teleg- 
raphers. 

Shipowners met the cooks and atew- 
ards in a new attempt to solve the 
eight-hour-day issue for that group of 
workers. This appeared to he the 
only maior issue remaining on the 
peace path. 

The employers and the marine en- 
gineers completed a tentative agree- 
ment yesterday. 
tors had reached accords involving the 
sailors and the marine firemen. 

Union leaders have announced for- 
mal ratification votes would be taken 
among the memberships of each of the 
seven unions as soon as tentative 
agreements were ready for submission 
to all. 

The employer offer to the loneshore- 
men promised $1 per hour for all 
work between 8 a. m., f p. m. and 
$1.50 an hour outside the prescribed 
period, with relief gangs to he fur- 
nished after the first six hours.

ANSWER: 

If all the lonely and neglected wives 
could join hands and make a circle, 
they would probably girdle the globe. 
What's to do about it? There are 
several things a wife can do and the 
last thing she should do is check out. 
Now I know it is well-nigh impos- 
sible for a woman to be sweet, friend- 
ly and affectionate toward a husband 
who behaves as though he didn’t have 
a wife. She can hardly greet him 
with a smile, make pleasant conversa- 
tion at the dinner table when she 
knows perfectly well that as soon as 
dinner’s over he will be out and gone 
with the boys for an evening of dates 
and dances. How can she refrain from 
being jealous when she has rivals? 
How can she pretend that she isn't 
being short-changed and cheated when 
night after night he goes after the 
big time, leaving her at home to suck 
her thumbs, and weep her eyes red?
